C, SAT 1,2,3), Rinderpest, Contagious bovine pleuropneumonia, 
Lumpy skin disease, Rift valley fever. No case of vesicular 
Stomatitis occurred within one hundred kilometers, (or 

approximately sixty three miles) of the semen collection centre 
during the period from thirty days before the first collection of 
semen until thirty days after the last collection of semen. 

3. The semen is from the artificial insemination centre or semen 
production centre that is accredited by the exporting country. 

4. The donor bull was kept in tlie semen collection centre which was 
officially free of Brucellosis, Tuberculosis and clinically free of 
Bovine genital Campylobacteriosis, Johne’s disease, Blue tongue, 
Enzootic bovine leucosis. Bovine Viral Diarrhoea, Infectious 
bovine rhinotracheitis, Trichomoniasis, Foot and Mouth Disease 
(Type O, /V, Asia -1), and Leptospirosis during the two years prior 
to semen collection. 

5. The donor bull has also been inspected and found to have no signs 
of any of the diseases referred to [B.(b).4| within thirty days 
after semen collection.

7. The semen has been collected, handled or processed in accordance 
with the provisions of the Terrestrial Animal Health Code of Office 
International Des Epizootics Chapter ‘collection and processing of 
semen’. 

.8. The semen is being transported in containers that are new or that have 
been cleaned and disinfected in a manner acceptable to Government 
officials of the exporting country; the semen is not known to contain 
, pathogenic organisms. 


9. At the time of semen collection, the donor bull had passed all pre- 
isolation and isolation (with total period of pre-isolation and isolation of 
ninety days^ tests needed for entrj^ into the resident herd at the semen 
collection centre and had not been used for natural mating since the 
initiation of these tests. 


10. The donor bulls had been vaccinated at least twice, with the approved 
Foot and Mouth Disease vaccine, with last vaccination not more than 
twelve and not less than one month prior to collection (is not required if 
the country is free from Foot and Mouth Disease).
